The bonds will be repayable at the end of five years or convérti- 
ble, at the option of the holder, inte 4% per cent bonds of the two gov- 
ernments, repayable not earlier than fifteen years and not later than

Bankers’ Tension Ends. 

The tension among the bankers which 
ig bad been apparent for several days, in 
1 fact ever since the arrival of the Anglo- 
i French commission, ended abruptly with 
| the issuance of the statement of Lord 
Reading. After the statement came out 
the local and western bankers avoided 
comments leading toward a statement 
of their position, and were obvious- 
1 ty relieved when the Morgan bank- 
4 ing house in New Tork issued a state- 
: ment emphasizing the advantages and 
wood terms Of the loan. The Morgan 
statement also mentioned that 2 per cent 
of the loan would go to the banking 
houses handling the loan. Out of this 
amount—$10,000,000—will come all ex- 
penses of selling the notes to the public. 


Principal Factor in Loan. 

J. P. Morgan & Co. is the principal 
factor in the loan,” said the head of a 
large trust company. The statement 
from that house is more authoritative 
than any which could be given here. 

Whether the large national banks here 
will take a considerable portion, or the 
state institutions, or the private bond 
houses, remains known definitely only to 
the dominating individual in each insti- 
tution. 

Mr. Lamont frankly admitted that he | 
did not know, but he followed that ad- 
mission by a confident statement that 
America would profit materially from 
the loan. 


On Market After Several Weeks. 
“When will it be on the market?” he

-A boycott of banks participating in the 
$500,000,000 loan to the allies is proposed 
In a statement issued tonight by the 
executive committee of the national in- 
dustrial peace conference of which former 
Congressman Fowler of Illinois is chair 
man. 

The movement is also indorsed by G. F. 
Hummel of Chicago, representing the 
Business Men's Peace association. 

The organization calls upon all persons 
who desire to end the war and maintain 
American neutrality to “ withdraw per- 
sonal deposits from national banks and 
redeposit in a bank operating under state 
charter whose officers will pledge the- 
selves to remain free from any affillation 
with war mongers or their undertakings.”

BRITISH HEADQUARTERS, Sept. 27. 
~The attack which began the battle 
along the 600 mile front started, as far as 
the British lines are concerned, before 
dawn broke on Saturday. For several 
days the usual artillery bombardment 
bad increased in intensity on both sides. 

Here in Flanders the enemy, as if sus- 
pecting the movements of the troops be- 
hind our lines, expended a great quantity 
of shells, especially opposite the Ypres 
Salient, so that the destroyed city had 
its ruins churned up again by the high 
explosives. 
Then on Friday there was a lull before 
the storm which was about to break. It 
seemed as if these millions of men on 
both sides of the line were waiting in 
tense expectation of fate. Undoubtedly, 
ae I know now from German prisoners, 
the enemy awaited the attack, but they 
were ignorant of our strength and plans 
and blindly gonfident of their own se- 
curity. 

British Tuned to High Piteh. 
It is betraying.no secret now to say that 
our own officers and men were tuned up to 
the highest pitch of anticipation because, 
without definite orders cxcept to those in 
high command they knew by various 


signs and portents that operations of some 


importance were at hand. 

Friday afternoon a light rain fell, mak- 
ing the roads sticky and spreading a gray- 
ish haze over the countryside. At night 
the wind blew softly from the west. There 
was comparative quiet until late in the 
night. Then suddenly the bombardment 
began. The batteries from Teer to the 
Somme seemed to fire together as if at 
some signal in the heavens. In one great 
salvo the earth and air shook with a great 
trembling which never ceased for a single 
minutc during many hours. 


Din of Guns Tears Air. 
The vast tumult of explosive force 
pounded through the night with sledge- 
hammer strokes, thundering through a 
deeper monotone of continual reverbera- 


tion. 


At 2:30 a. m. what seemed impossible 
happened. The din of the bombardment 
became doubly intense so that all Fland- 
ere shook from it. Again at 4o’clock, still 
before dawn, the fury of it was intensified 
so that our soul quaked at its awful 
significance. 

Never before in this war have our guns 
spoken in such a loud clamor. This was 
the work of all those thousands of men in 
the factories at home who have been to1l- 
ing through the months at furnace and 
forge. They sent us the guns and there 
seemed to be shells enough to blast the 
enemy out of their trenches. 

Our chance had come for a real attack. 
It began east of Vermelles and south of 
La Basse canal and in plain view of Lens. 
Our men were out of their trenches before 
daylight and at deadly grips with the 


enemy. 
They were stvensing steadily over the | 


ground which was no longer barred to 
them by the impregnability of the ene- 
my's trenches upon which they had 
peered through sandbags and loopholes 
for many long months. 

Those trenches had been smashed and 
crumpled by our artillery fire and only in 
dugouts were men still living, dazed by 


the intensity of the bombardment and 


stupefied into inevitable surrender. 


Few Details Obtainable. 

It is too soon to get or give any de- 
tails of this heroic advance to the out- 
skirts of Hulloch and through the vil- 
lage of Loos to the neighboring mine 
Felde and slopes of hit 70. No man 
Saw the attack unless he took part in it 
and then only in his own immediate en- 
vironment. Battalions disappeared into 
the fog of smoke from shells and bombs 
of every kind. They fought behind a veil 
from which came only the noise of battle 
and later by the first stream of wounded. 

Of incidents regarding casualties and 
of heroism and the risk of death, nothing 
can yet be said, for fighting still is in 
progress, Only in a few words one may 
say the essence of truth. The divisions 
engaged in the struggle yesterday fought 
with the spirit of men who knew the 
empire’s life depended upon them and 
gave their own lives with a noble gen- 
erosity. Among them were battalions of 
the new Kitchener army. The men 
charged with valor beyond words of 
praise and with a passionate courage 
which swept away all the terrible re- 
sistance until the object was attained 
and the sacrifice consummated, 


French’s Report Tells Story. 

Field Marshal French’s communication 
of the first day's attack tells all the facts 
plainly enough for those who can read 
the meaning of modern battle and gains. 

We captured the enemy's tfenches on 
a front fl miles south of La Bassee 
canal.“ 

That sentence sums up the day's 
achievement. North of the canal the 
enemy was able to bring up heavy re- 
serves and check our advance in spite of 
desperate fighting. Near Hooge there 
was a separate attack north and south. 
We gained more ground and caught the 
enemy by surprise. Many German sol- 
diers were trapped and forced to. sur- 
render. 

The ground captured in this way to the 
south of the road is held and cunsol dated, 
but northwards the enemy retook Belle- 
warde farm and a ridge over which our 
men swept inthe first rush. All day yes- 
terday there was a heavy rain, which 
made the trenches and flelds wet and 
boggy, and our soldiers, digging them- 
selves into the ground they gained, were 
clogged with mud and soddened with 
water red with German blood. 


Guns Boom All Night. 

Red was the sunset which followed 
this day of battle, and the tall poplar trees 
were ink black against its flaming eplen- 
dor. The rain had ceased and the night 
sky was cleared of its storm cloud 30 
that the moon shone bright above the 
battlefields where for a few hours the 
bombardment died down except for the 
booming of single guns, the rattle of ma- 


in progress there was brilliant sunshine 
and a cloudless blue sky, good for artil- 
lery observation. All day there Was no 
cessation of the awful cannonade. Of the 
results nothing can yet be said until the 
commander in chief litte the vell which 
hides them all. 

One result of the fighting and proof 


f the day's victory was in a field by the 


railway line. Within sound of the battle 
were 1.400 German prisoners, the great 
mass of slate gray men lying on the grass 
and awaiting entrainment. Nothing of 
hate could I find for them now. They 
were prisoners in our hands, and nothing 
of hate was in their eyes for the few fresh 
faced Tommies who stood on guard among 
them with fixcd bayonets and herded 
them about. 


Germans Look Like Slavs. 


The majority of them were of Slavonic 
type, strangely Russtan in appearance, 
with the touch of Tartar here and there. 
They wore a soft field cap instead of the 
Pickelhaube, and among them were some 
artillerymen with black bands around 
their caps. In bulk, they had @ beaten, 
exhausted look. Some were wounded in 
the head, arms, and legs, but not serious- 
ly enough to prevent them traveling. 

A friend of mine carried a water jar 
to “some of them. and held it to their lips. 
One of them refused. He. was still an 
evil looking fellow, with a bloody rag 
around his head, but he pointed to a 
comrade who lay huddled on the ground 
and said in German: He needs it first.” 
In spite of his evil looks he had some 
chivalry in his soul. 
care with which some of those broken 
men locked after their wounded com- 
rades. changing the dressing of their 
wounds for them, They seemed glad to 
be prisoners and out of the war. One of 
them waved his hand towards the bom- 
bardment which was proceeding violently 
and said: “I pity our poor people there.“ 


‘Big Surprise by British. 

They had been captured tn great batches 
at Loos, and one of them ald: The 
Engiieh gave us a great surprise. The 
first I knew of what was happening was 
when I saw your soldiers streaming past 
our trenches. We were surrounded on 
three sides and our position was hopeless, 
but we fought until we spent the last 
cartridge. 

In another place I had a conveveation 
with two German officers who had just 
deen captured at Hooge. They were 
Prussians, one a stout captain with smil- 
ing eyes behind his horn spectacles and 
a jovial manner in spite of the ordeal from 
which he had just escaped. The other 
was a slim young fellow with clean cut 
features, who Was nervous, but bowed 
repeatedly, with heels together, as if tn 

a café at Ehrenbreitstein when a high 
officer comes in. A few hours before, he 
had been buried alivé when one of our 
mines exploded under him, flinging a heap 
of earth over him and burying his captain. 
in a dugout.

LONDON, Sept. 28.—The. latest tele- 
grame from Sofia say that it is Bulgaria's 
intention to remain neutral and that the 
mobilization was designed solely to assist 
the government's diplomatic endeavors. 

Premier Radosiavoff has assured the 
Russian and British ministers that the 
mobilization is not aimed at Serbia and 
has promised that Bulgaria's reply to the 
note of the entente powers will be deliv- 
ered within a few days. 

Disavowals of aggressive intention on 
the part of Bulgaria form the subject of 
all recent Sofia dispatches, but the situa- 
tion is regarded as in no wise settled. 


Bulgaria Eying Greece. 

The correspondent of the Daily Tele- 
graph at Bucharest records the belief in 
some political quarters there that Bul- 
gar will not attack Serbia unless pro- 
voked to do so by Greek intervention, but 
will wait until the Teutonic powers have 
defeated Serbia and will then occupy 
Macedonia without first giving Greece 
. pretekt upon which do intervene. 

Such a po.icy would satisfy Germany 
and would also give Bulgaria an oppor- 
tunity in which to continue negotiations 
with the entente powers. Meanwhile 

Greek and Bulgarian mobilization are re- 
ported to be proceeding busiry. The 
Greeks are represented in dispatches from 
Athens to be eagerly joining the colors. 
Refugees from Turkey are also volunteer- 
ing in wholesale numbers. The Bul- 
garians seem less anxious to take up arms. 


Not Enthusiastic Over War. 

The correspondent of the Times at Sofia, 
telegraphing under date of Sept. 24. says 
that the peasants are arriving by the 
thousands but that they are quiet in de- 
meanor, which is a contrast to their en- 
thusiasm during the mobilization in 1912.

AMERICA GAINS 
ARMENIANS AID 


Efforts Win Immunity from 
Turk Massacres for a 
Small Percentage.

Washington, D. C., Sept. 28.—[Special.] 
—The United States government is striv- 
ing to restrain Turkey from further per- 
secution of the Armen:an Christians who 
were banished from the Ottoman empire 
by an irade issued by the sultan a few 
weeks ago. 

More than 500.000 Armenians have been 
massacred by the Moslems, it is reported, 
and several hundred thousand more are 
homeless and destitute. This holy war 
decreed by the head of the Mohammedan 
church has been attended with the com- 
mission of indescribable atrocities, ac- 
cording to the official reports of Americur 
consular officers in Asia Minor received 
during the last fortnight by the state de- 
partment. 

U. S. Persistency Wins. 

Ever since the first official reports ar- 
rived the state department has been seek- 
ing to devise some means of helping the 
remainder of the Armenian Christian 
population from the fate decreed by the 
sultan. The secretary of state has been 
in daily communication with American 
Ambassador Morgenthau on the subject. 

When the Turkish government first was 
sounded on the matter, the porte asserted 
that treatment of the Armenians is a war 
measure, and that it will permit no other 
nation to interfere with its military pol- 
icies. 

In accordance with instructions from 
Washington, however, Ambassador Mor- 
genthau was persistent in the making of 
representations in behalf of the Arme- 
nians. He finally succeeded in obtaining 
these two concessions: 

Turkey will permit Armenians to 
emigrate to the United States upon 
proof furnished by the American am- 
bassador that the emigrants intend to 
settle in this country. 

Turkey agrees to exempt from the or- 
der of banishment all Armenians who 
are Catholic or Protestant Christians. 


Only Few Armenians Exempt. 
The latter concession applies to about 10 
per cent of the Armenian population. The 
other 90 per cent are communicants of the 
Armenian church, sometimes called Nes- 
torians or Gregorians. It is against these 
that Islam will continue to wage the 
holy war of extermination. 

The official reports of American consuls 
in Asia Minor are recitals of the . 
work of putting thousands of men, wom- | 
en, and children to the sword and of the 
banishment of the population of entire 
provinces. The property of which these 
Christians have been dispossessed has 
been confiscated. 

The state department has withheld from 
publication American official reports of 
the atrocities, fearing that such action 
would anger the Turkish government and 
thereby defeat its efforts to aid the Ar- 
menians and to procure protection for 
Ame wan citizens in the danger zone.

We are at a critical moment in the his- 
tory of the war,“ he said. ‘“‘ We are watch- 
ing with most intense sympathy and hope 
the gallant combined efforts of the allied 
forces. 

“I do not think a greater disservice 
could be rendered this country and the 
cause of the allies than that at this mo- 
ment a suggestion should go forth to the 
world that there is a division of — 
here.“ 


Depends on Bulgaria’s Word. 
Secretary Grey emphasized the long 
standing friendship between Great Britain 


and Bulgaria. and added: 


“Our official information from the 
Bulgarian government is that they have 
taken up a position ot armed neutrality 
to defend their rights and independence 
and that they have no aggressive inten- 
tions whatever against their Balkan 
neighbors. N 

Not only is there no hostility in this 
country to Bulgaria, but there is tradi- 
tional warm feeling of sympathy with the 
Bulgarian people. 

“As long, therefore, as Bulgaria does 
not side with the enemies of Great Britain 
or its allies, there can be no question of 
British influence or forces being used in 
any sense hostile to Bulgarian interests, 
and as long as the Bulgarian attitude is 
unaggressive, there can be no disturbance 
of those friendly relations.“ 


Wants to Aid Balkan States. 

After making the categorical announce- 
ment that if Bulgaria should assume an 
aggressive attitude on the side of Great 
Britain’s enemies the government would 
take action, Sir Edward continued: 

“We are, of course, in consultation 
with our allies on the situation, and I be- 
lieve the view I express is theirs also; our 
policy being to secure an agreement in 
respect to the Balkan states which will 
insure each of them not only independ- 
ence but a brilliant future, based as @ 
general principle on territorial and polit- 
ican union and kindred nationality.” — 

To secure this agreement.“ the for- 
eign secretary continued. we recognized 
that tke legitimate aspirations of the 
Balkan states must find satisfaction. 

“The policy of Germany, on the other 
hand, has been to create for its own pur- 
poses disunion and war among the Balkan 
states.

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AMERICANISM AND MILITARY 
SERVICE. 

Before there was any notion that war would be 
occupying the attention of the Europeans, the United 
States had been making efforts to transform immi- 
grants into good Americans At that time our pre- 
occupation was more with the immigrant than with 


cause to be American seemed to us a comfortable 
condition for him to be in. We washed him up 
and sometimes put bim to work. 

The situation has been reversed. We now want 
the immigrant Americanized because our own safety 
demands it. It bas become clear that we are not 
one nations. Our absorptive limit has been reached 
end passed. We have not found a process of com- 
mon experi¢sce strong enough to weld the new- 
comers into ourselves. 

There is at present no means by which we can 
understand one another. We bear no responsibili- 
ties in common. We have no defined common aim. 
Our industrial organization has aggravated the sit- 
nation. A man must be specialized in these days. 


A man does not attempt to understand the work 
or the problems of those in other fields. There 
is no time for it. : 

One of our imperative national needs is a basis 
upon which we can think in terms of common ex- 
perience, 

Probably our national system of education is in 
part accomplishing this end. It fails in one respect. 
No sense of responsibility toward the United States 
is impressed upon the student. It cannot be. Edu‘ 
cation does not imply service to the state. 

Another form of education suggests itself as 
helpful. That is universal military education. In 
a country where educational opportunities are in 
the main equal, no one class of citizens can create 
an officer caste. A background of common military 
experience would nationalize us as no other agency 
could, 

ITALY’S BID FOR TRADE. 

The latest phenomenon in the business world is 
the establishment of an American chamber of com- 
merce in Milan, Italy. It is a new idea, which 
Americans will hardly get used to before they are 
confronted with similar organizations probably in 
Moscow, Peking, Berne, Athens, or Marseilles. 

There is nothing novel in this for a nation which 
takes its foreign trade seriously except that the cus- 
tomers are not always so hospitable and anxious to 
show the seller more of his goods. The membership 
in this particular organization, that has been formed 
to grow more satisfactory trade relations between 
Italy and the United States, already has a member- 
ship of about 300 Italian commercial interests and 
four American firms! Chicago is entirely unrepre- 
sented or misrepresented. Perhaps it is because the 
Italiaas have been too anxious to buy from us. Per- 
haps the American merchants have not known that 
there are possibilities for increasing our trade by 
$100,000,000 annually. 

But the Italians have sensed the opportunities. 
They want to buy more minerals, grain, animal 
products, and labor saving machinery and sell us 
more of their agricultural products, wines, oils, sub- 
tropical fruits, and manufactured goods, They can 
do this and get their necessities as cheaply as from 

Germany, without the discomfiture of political in- 
trigue along with industrial dominance. This is a 
real consideration to these countries which have been 
crowded together in southern Europe. The pro- 
spectus states the case frankly. One of the purposes 
is to break the German grip that is both industrial 
and political and substitute the Ametican influence 
that would only be commercial. In addition the 
United States has been a competitor of Germany 
and it is only a matter of multiplication. In 1913 
the United States imported 802,300, 80 raw mate- 
rials into Italy and Germany $11,689,184, while the 
United States imported $10,129,429 of dnished prod- 
nets and Germany $74,818,918. It is almost like a 
peep into the promised land. Our exp4rts to Italy, 
in steel were $2,000,000, Germany's $16,000,000; in 
rubber goods, $181,923 and $1,173,461; -ubber tires, 
$41,154 and $2,223,054, and leather, 800,000 and 
- $6,922,308. In addition, the market wil! be sympa- 
thetic to the American and decidedly hostile and 
suspicions to the German. 

Italy has already started out. The exporters and 
importers are organized and classified, th« two gov- 
ernments are working on transportation ‘and bank- 
ing improvements, and about all there le left for 
the American is to adapt himself. It the Italian 
trade was worth the effort from Germeny, it is 
worth it from the United States. | |

So long as people are 
restrained from seeing motion pictures which «a 
mall group of citizens say must not be seen there 
will be attempts to corrupt the censors. So long 
as family men consider a visit to the red light dis- 
trict an amiable and expiable human weakness 
the police will be corrupted by those who cater to 
these desires, :

Perhaps it is better to try to reform each other 
as we are doing at present. But so long as we 
keep to our present system there is no use hoping 
for perfect municipal government.

If ever this country needed the facts before it 

regarding wages at home and abroad, cost of capital, 
taxes, use of machinery, organization, transportation 
charges, and the other elements entering the cost 
of production that must be compared if our sched- 
ules are going to be set at figures even approximate- 
ly correct, it is now. ‘There is not a single element 
entering manufacture that has not been turned up- 
side down by the European war. If our tariff is 
too low, in view of the readjustments that will fol- 
low during peace, it means industrial depression. 
If it is,too high it encourages monopoly, high prices, 
and unrest. Can the country continue to act upon 
the guesses of the most partisan leader that such 
and such a figure, plucked out of the air, is the right 
Now is the time and the occasion for democracy 
to try a little efficiency. Neither Democrats, Re- 
publicans, nor Progressives can honestly oppose bas- 
ing their various theories on the facts. We have 
tried the old way for thirty years. It does not 
work. We are still tinkering. Business has gone 
through five reductions and two attempts, and the 
question is at the front again, because there is more 
confusion and misunderstanding than ever before. 
Politics loves a situation that the average citizen 
is all muddled up on, because he has nothing but. 
partisan wrangling to base his yote on. A compe- 
tent commission would clear the atmosphere and 
politics would immediately rage around some other 
question not so fundamental to the business of the 
country. We don’t have a campaign based on low or 
high railroad rates, chiefly because we have an in- 
terstate commerce commission that can nip any dis- 
cussion about whether a certain rate is confiscatory 
or too high. 
It ought not to take much longer to get it before 
congress that a rigid tariff schedule cannot be built 
on a shifting bottom, granting that the real bottom 
was built on before the war, either in the Payne- 
Aldrich or the Simmons-Underwood bills. It can 
only be found after a painstaking, scientific .tudy by 
a body of experts constantly at its desk ready to re- 
adjust the duties, as production abroad or steamship 
rates are raised or lowered. An untrained body of 
five hundred men meeting once in two years cannot 
do this work. ;

T is the truth to say that there are few people 
in this English speaking world today who are 
not aware of the splendid work being done hy 
the commission for relief in Belgium, and it 

ig also true to say that the number of people who 
understand the immensity and detail of that work 
is still smaller. The problem as it first appeared, 
the “Obstacles that have been overcome, and the 


tremely interesting but are worthy of public 
citation. 5 

The credit for the original tdea of sending 
relief to Belgium cannot be given to any one 
organization or individual, but must rather be 
construed as an act resulting from the Instinctive 
spirit of the people of the United States. This 
was almost immediately sanctioned by the entire 
civilized world, and a short time afterward nu- 
merous nations expressed their sentiments by 
generous gifts of money, supplies, and assistance, 
This occurred about Oct. 1, 1914, and almost 
simultaneously the American commission for re- 
lief in Belgtum was organized. It is composed 
entirely of neutrals, of whom fifty-two are Amer- 
fceans and four are Spaniards. Its functions are 
to secure gifts of foodstuffs or money to relieve 
the people of Belgium and to provide means of 
transportation and protection for these supplies 
until they are distributed. 

) — | 

To facilitate its work, the assistance of many 
other organizations has been agcepted, the prin- 
cipal of these being the Comité National de 
Secours et d’Alimentation of Brussels, which ts 
composed entirely of Belgian civilians, This, with 
all other organizations working in unison with, 
the original American commission for relief in 
Belgium, will hereafter be termed “the commis- 
sion.” ‘ 
Upon investigation the commission learned that 
Belgium, strictly an industrial country, dependent 
on importation for four-fifths of its entire food 
supplies, was completely surrounded by combat- 
ing armies. Its normal population of 7,425,000 
had decreased about 8 per cent as a result of 
the war. This left 7,000,000 people, encircied in a 
ring of hostilities, with a food supply sufficient 


7 


for only a short time. 

One thing was evident: something had to be 
done, and done quickly. The commission imme- 
ditely took action. An understanding was nego- 
tiated by prominent representatives of the Amer- 
ican, Spanish, German, and the allied governments | 
whereby supplies were to be admitted to the 
stricken district when transmitted solely for the 
use of the civil population. Assurance that this 
agreement would be rigidly enforced was an obli- 
gation demanded by most of the governments in- 
volved. 

In consequence of this fact, and in order to 
avoid danger of requisitions by any military 
forces, all supplies were to be consigned to their 
destinations in the name of the American minister 
at Brussels and under protection of the American 
flag. All warehouses in which these supplies 
might be stored were to be similarly protected, 
and in return the government of the United States 
was to be held responsible for any breach of 
agreement resulting from the work of the com- 
mission. 

_ 

With an entry Into Belgium arranged, a more 
detailed investigation was now carried out, and 
the magnitude of the proposition became ap- 
palling. It was learned that practically the en- 
tire population of 7,000,000 people would have 
to be supplied by the commission. Some of these 
were able to pay for all they received, others 
were able to pay for only a part of their necess!i- 
ties, and 1,500,000 were found to de entirely des- 
titute. This last number increased steadily, and 
at its present rate it will reach 2,600,000 if the 
war lasts until fall.

THYROID SECRETION. 

BESITY—It lies within the power 

of any person to reduce by secur- 

ing an adjustment between the 

amount eaten and the amount of 

work done. But reducing is much 

easier for some than for others. The 

trouble about diet lists is that one men 

will fatten and the next will go lean on 
the same allowance of food. 

In olden times we said the differences 
were in the natures of the men. We now 
go one step farther and say that the dit. 
ference ig in the secretions of 
the two men. 

The most important secretion im rela- 
tion to obesity is that of the thyroid. 
When the thyroid secretion ia in excess, 
the person is nervous, excitable, and 
lean. When there is thyroid deficiency, 
the person tends to become fat, more 
quiet, and better potsed, 

However, the thyroid is not the only 
Guctiess gland disturbance which may 
cause obesity. Next in tmportance are 
the gonads or sex glands. If there is 
deficiency of this secretion, the tendency 
is toward obesity. Too much secretion 
of the adrenals ie another cause. Too 
little secretion of the pituitary and pineal 
bodies also results in obesity. 

In some people there is a very uneven 
distribution of fat throughout the body. 
In some cases there are great pade of 
fat in certain locations without neces. 
sarily an excess of fat elsewhete. In 
some of these cases the pads of fat are 
very tender and painful. In these cases 
the fault is very apt to be with the duct- 
less glands in the skull, the pituitary, and 
the pineal. 7 


— 
The treatment of obesity requires care- 
ful analysis. If the obesity is the result 
of too little thyroid secretion; severe diet- 
ing may do great harm. Thyrcid tablets 
m cases not sulted to them may cause seri- 
ous trouble. 


Bainbridge says that many advocate the 


use of mixtures of internal secretions in 
obesity, but “ when any [internal secre- 
tion] is given without careful considera- 
tion of the individual cage, more harm 
than good may result.“ 

In the extreme emaciation seen in the 
living skeletons in museums the fault 
usually lies in overseoretion of the pitul- 
taries. In the very nervous, restless peo- 
ple who cannot fatten, regardless of how 
much they eat, the usual cause of the 
trouble ie too much thyroid secretion. 


> 
GOITER—The essential ductlees gland 
change in this disease is an increase in 
the amount of thyroid secretion. This 
may, or may not, be associated with en- 
largement of the thyroid gland. Along 
with the oversecretion by the thyrgid 
there goes an enlargement of the thymus 
gland. 
When large doses of thyroid gland are 
om for a long time the effects pro- 


duced are as follows: Bulging of the 
eyes, dflation of the pupil, rapid. irregu- 
lar heart beat, flushing of the skin, nery- 
ous excitability, insomnia, trembling of 
the hands, and possibly diarrhea and 
e macia tion. 

If goiter develops in a very young child 
growth ie exceptionally rapid. The tend- 
ency is to “run up like a reed.”

The first transport arrived at Rotterdam, and. 
with order to “unload at once,” its cargo was 
transferred to a fleet of canal boats and these 
were rushed across Holland to their destination 
on the canals of Belgium.

The case of each destitute person is investi- 
gated by a local authority and from the com- 
munal records kept in Belgium.

Chicago, Sept. 28.—[| Editor of The Trib- 
une. I—In answer to Dr. Doty’s article in 
today’s TrRisunm on “Teachers and 
Unions,” I beg leave to inform the doctor 
that the very reason why the board of 
education abolished the federation was 
because of We underhanded spoils poll 
tics. This uncovering of spoile politics 
he accredits the federation as having per- 
formed on the board of education. Asa 
matter of fact, the public is entirely igno- 
rant of the whiaperings and backroom 
politics this federation has played on the 
board. 

While Dr. Doty thinks the teachers’ 
federation has won a great victory over 
the board of education in getting a judge 
to decide against the Loeb rule, he fails 
to see that the judge decided against the 
public and in favor of Margaret Haley 
and her 400 or 500 agitators. These very 
leaders of the teachers’ federation are the 
worst enemies of our entire public school 
system. Few of them ever had a look-in’ 
in our public schools before they entered 
it as teachers. 

Let those who declare themselves pa- 
triotic learn one lesson and commit it 
well to their memory—viz.: that loyalty 
to the state and to our public institu- 
tions does not consist in how much we 
can b'eed the state for in salary or money 
but in how well we are qualified to serve 
In the position we seek to occupy. One 
of the chief objects of the federation lead- 
ers has been to push to advanced salaried 
positions any one and every one loyal to 
its cause and over and above worthy 
teachers long in line for euch promotions. 

With the enormous powers given to the 
superintendent of schools by former 
boards, who found it easter to have the 
superintendent run the schools than to 
be bothered doing themselves; wih the 
political machinations of Margaret Haley 
and her ringleaders constantly at work 
tearing down the last bit of authority 
the board of education had over the 
schools, it is evident that our entire pub- 
lic school system would either go to 
pieces or would have to be turned over 
to the teachers’ union. 

There never has been the slightest in- 
tention of the beard of education to deny 
the teachere the freedom of organiza- 
tion. The beard is, however, determined

“ jockeyed,” it is said, in the senate until 
it was made to include all permanent 
employés. As enacted, it provides that 
| those not eligible to become beneficiaries 
_ through the abolition of the places they 
| fill when the payments are made, shall 
have their money returned to them with 
Z per cent interest when they leave. 

Mr. Graham has arrived at the conclu- 
sion that no positions are ever “ abol- 
ished,” but that hundreds of employés 
are discharged yearly, and that under the 
act such employés will lose every dollar 
they contribute toward the pension. 


Money All Goes to Fund. 

An money ro collected goes into what 
is to be known as the “ pension fund.“ 
which is to be handled by five trustees. 
Two of these—the county treasurer and 
the county clerk—are designated by law, 
but the remaining three must be elected 
from the ranks. 

After specifying thet the law applies to 
no probationary or “temporary” em- 
ployé, k goes on to state that no employé 
60 years old when the law became effect- 
ive is eligible unless that employé has 
been In the service for ten years. It does 
not apply to laborers unless they serve 
written notice upon the trustees that 
they desire to participate.

In 1908, before the use of the summons 

was general, the number of arrests ran 

to nearly 190,000, and about one-half 
of all the persons arraigned in court were 
discharged. In 1913 the number of ar 
rests had dropped to 111,000—the numbe’ 
of people locked up dropping accordingly 
t 64,000 were called into court_on 
summons. Of the emalier number ar- 
rested and brought into court, more than 
70 per cent were convicted, as opposed 
te BO per cent under the old system. 

It would seem to be plain that by the 
use of the summons thousands of inno- 
cent people are saved the humiliation of 
gleeping behind bars, while a larger per- 
centage of the really guilty are punished. 
In Chicago, on the other hand, where 
few people are summoned and 126,000 were 
arrested last year, including some 93,000 
for violating city ordinances, more than 
55,000 of the latter class were discharged 
py the courte as. presumably, innocent 
of any offense.

MOTHER’S RIGHT 
T0 BABY UPHELD 


Pastor Williams’ Contention 
in Carlson Case Sus- 
tained by Court. 


A mother has a right to the posses- 
sion of her baby. The Rev. Elmer L. 
Williams, pastor of Grace Methodist 
Episcopal church, had the satisfao- 
tion yesterday of having a judge de- 
cide the point in the case.of Mrs, Mar- 
garet Carlson, 922 Sedgwick street, in 
whose behalf he interested himself when 
she was arrested for kidnaping her child 
from ‘a Peoria woman who adopted it. 
Here is the pastor's view of the decision 
and his thanks for aid extended in Mrs. 
Carison’s cause.

Mrs. Godfrey Carison, arrested for 
kidnaping her baby, walked out of the 
courtroom in Peoria yesterday free, 
The judge found that Perley I, Mill- 
man and his wife, Edna, adopted the 
baby, Godfrey Carison Jr., by faise 
representation and upholds the right 
of the mother to have her own child. 
The long struggle to raise money to 
carry on an expensive litigation is 
over. A mortgage of $35 is resting 
upon the furniture, but that can be 
‘wiped out, now that the anxiety is 
over, and the presence of little God- 
frey will be a further stimulus to 
make a permanent home. 


Mother’s Character Not at Stake, 

Attempts were made by those who 
had adopted the baby to question the 
reputation of Mrs. Carison and thus 
regain possession of the child, but 
Mrs. Carison’s character was not on 
trial; the fundamental question at 
issue was: Does a mother have the 
right to her baby?” 

If, upon proper investigation, Mrs. 
Carlson ie not found to de a moral 
woman there is an opportunity in a 
legal manner to relieve her of her re- 
sponsibilities as a mother. Such 
things have to be done occasionally, 
but there is no surer method to hasten 
the ruin of a young woman than by 
depriving her, by force or trickery, 
of her offspring.

There is no way of frying Bacon that 
gives such good results as to turn it con- 
stantly in the process. If it is not toc 
thin it can be cooked in this way with- 
out curling in the slightest, so that every 
eighth of an inch of it will be just as wel! 
cooked as every other eighth, as it can- 
not be when the bacon curls and shrivels 
unevenly. If at the same time the fat is 
poured off the pan as fast as it tries out 
the effect is better, but if the bacon is 
taken up and drained the minute it is 
done this is not necessary. 

In frying vegetables in a little fat great 
care must be observed not to fry 
too much on one side before turning, — 
they become too horny. 

In frying in deep fat the rapid turning 
is often best. Doughnuts should not be 
allowed to get deep brown on one side 
before being turned.
